The February 19 issue of the 
City on The Hill carried an 
editorial entitled UFW I/n 
Trouble; this letter addresses itself 
to that article. 

The editorial, while factually 
accurate, is-incomplete in that it 
leaves the reader with the im- 
pression that the UFW is indeed in 
trouble—that is not entirely 
correct. The truth being, when 
UFW officials became aware of 
the impending coalition aimed at 
the ALRB and more directly, at 
them, they did not grow as ap- 
prehensive as one might imagine. 
The farm workers rely on public 
support. They reasoned that this 
conspiracy might temporarily kill 
the Board but in the long run they 
would come out on top. This latest 
move by the growers and 
Teamsters leaves them looking 
_anything but good in the public’s 
eye. Trying to disband an 
organization they just recently 
accepted because the elections 
were not going their way is not a 
means of gaining public support. 

As of late, the UFW is exerting 
pressure on certain legislaturs and 
they have called for a boycott of all 
Sunmaid and Sunsweet products 
to pressure them into following 
Sunkist’s example of denouncing 
the blocking of the emergency 
appropriation. Meanwhile, the 
boycott of Gallo wines, head 
lettuce and grapes continues to be 
effective. . 

The alliance recently instituted 
among the Teamsters, growers and 
a small portion of the legislators is 
but another obstacle in a long line 
of obstacles aimed at tripping up 
the UFW in their organizing 
efforts.’ And like before, this 
obstaclewill be conquered and this 
new battle won.

1 f you live in the dorms, you now 
have protection against 
unreasonable search and seizure. 
Until SB 1153 went into ef- 
fecJanuary 1, dorm residents were 
subject to searches. that were in 
violation of the constitutional right 
to privacy. The bill, sponsored by 
Senator Robert Presley of 
Riverside, affects how evidence 
may be gathered and what 
evidence can be used in ad- 
ministrative disciplinary 
proceedings. If your room has 
been searched, or you think that it 
may be searched, and you are not 
clear what your rights are under 
the law, an explanation of the bill 
follows. 

The bill extends to dormitory 
residents rights that were 
previously denied. The fourth 
amendment to the U.S. con- 
stitution guarantees ‘‘the right of 
the people to be secure in their 
person, houses, papers, and ef-

When Your Room Is Searched 


fects, against unreasonable search 
and seizure.” This is now true in 
dormitories as well as in houses. 

As a student. living on eampus, 
you. are subject to the laws of the 
state and the regulations of the 
university. State laws are enforced 
by the police, and the university 
regulations are enforced by ad- 
ministrators, ‘teachers, Resident 
Advisors, and other university 
officialsand employees. The police 
must have a search warrant to 
enter your room to gather 
evidence. Until this new law went 
into effect, university officials did 
not need a warrant and were not 
bound by the constitutional rules 
of evidence that bind the police. As 
of January 1, college officials must 
comply wth the constitution in the 
same manner as the police. 

When that knock comes on your 
door, whether it’s the police or 
university officials, remember 
these thin: 


entry for purposes of health, 


name, the book title and the sales 
price. Fill out one card for each 
book you wish to sell and then 
bring your books to the main 
library on Friday the 9th, starting 
from 8:30 a.m. Volunteer cashiers 
will sell your books from 9 a.m. to 
6 p.m., wth buyers paying the 
sales price listed on the 4x6 card 
inserted in each book. At 6 p.m. 
you come back to pick up any 
unsold books and a receipt for 
proceeds. If you can’t pick up your 
books yourself, a waiver cah be 
signed for anyone else to do it for 


you. 

Due to the hoped-for volume of 
this book sale, the money for 
books sold will not be disbursed 
during the madhouse scene at 6 
p.m. on Friday. Instead, some 
people will be working over the 
weekend to account for all the 
money, and then the Campus Box 
Office will be the place to pick up 
sales proceeds starting from 
Monday, April 12.

Certain dorm contracts include 
a clause that allowsentry without a 
warrant: $B ‘1153 voids any such: | 
clause. The bill does not affect 


safety, or maintenance. 

Remember: even if they have a 
search warrant, evidence seized 
that “is not directly related to the 
purpose for which entry was 
made” is not admissable in any 
school hearing.

Swept Away by an Unusual 
Destiny in the Blue Sea of August 
is a disappointing film. From all 
that | had heard of Lina Wert- 
muller’s films (yes, embarassing as 
it is to admit, this is the first one 
I've seen), |, was , expecting a 
political comedy. Swept Avey, is 
neither very political nor very 
funny. 

“The two main characters do fit 
intowell-established pidgeon holes 
of a. political sort. Mariangela 
Melato plays an upper-class rich 
bitch and Giancarlo Giannini 
| plays an oppressed worker from 

the lower classes. The vulgarity 
with which theyre categorized is 
reminiscent of the old editorial 
page cartoons. You almost expect 

a big dollar sign to appear on 
Melato’s back, to make sure that 
we get the point. Swept Avey has 
all the accoutrements of political 
commentary, but none of the 
‘ideas. | don’t think that there’s a 
single cohesive idea articulated 
throughout the entire picture. 

What we get, ifistead of a 
Shavian comedy of debate, is a 
rather distressing picture of a 
sado-masochistic relationship. 
Apparantely it’s not for nothing 
that | headed that article on sado- 
masochism a while back with a 
quote from Wertmuller 
(“Eroticism is a painful 
argument’). Melato and Giannini 
are .. shipwrecked on ; an 

uninhabited island in the Adfiatic. 

Asin JM. Barrie's The Admirable 

Crighton, the sefvant is far more 
skilled in survival that the mistress 
and he becomes the leader. But, 


unlike Barrie, he also decides to 


Again the painful argument 


_ He does have a nice way wth a 


revenge himself upon his mistress 
for all that he has formerly suf- 
fered; and the picture chronicles 
her complete humiliation and 
degredation. He makes her wash 
his pants and then kiss his 
knuckles and call. him by his 
family name as a token of her 
subservience. He beats her up and 
then rapesher. But what's horrible 
about the film is that she takes the 
rough treatment which is forced 
upon her and likes it. She even 
discovers a new happiness under 
his careful tutelage. 

Eventually the pair are rescued 
and taken back to civilization. But 
once Giannini is back he decides 
that he wants to return to his 
island paradise with Melato. She 
wants to go back too but realizes 
that she can’t leave her husband 
and all her commitments. This 
leaved Giannini. bereft, like an 
innocent betrayed by the cruelties 
of the world. 

There's always the possibility 
that large portions of Swept Away 
are meant ironically, but | 
seriously doubt it. Giannini is 
portrayed so sympathetically that 
Wertmullet ‘seems to be giving her 
implicit endorsement. He gets all 
the geod lines and he looks 
marvelous. The camera treats 
Giannini with loving care and 
respect. Nine times out of ten when 
the two main characters are having 
a conversation (and there is vir- 
tually no one else in Swept Avey) 
the camera will be dwelling upon 
Giannini for his reactions — .even 


“if it's Melati Who.is saying or.doing 


something. Even when Melato is 
getting hurt, Wertmuller tends to 
be concerned wth what Giannini 
is feeling. 

Giannini isn’t bad in his role. 
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comic line. But he certainly 
doesn’t merit the lavish attention 
which Wertmuller pays him in 
Swept Away. He grows tiresome 
after a while, and one can take 
only so many close-ups of his 
soulful eyes. Melato handles her 
role nicely too. She has a certain 
comic waspishness which is used 
well in the earlier: parts of the 
picture. But, as her character 
grows more subservient and docile, 
she tends to become less and less 
interesting. 


It’s something of a tribute to. 
‘Wertmuller’s skills that one can 


becomeso upset with Svept Avey. 
For all its confusing and un- 
pleasant aspects (yes, despite the 
simple-mindedness of its attempts 
to be political, Swept Awey can be 
confusing — like in the sudden 
transformation at the film’s end of 
Giannini from violent aggressor to 
taken-advantage-of innocent), the 
picture isn’t incompetent. If that 


were the case, it would be much” 
easier not to be bothered by what 


happens to the characters, and 
Wertmuller should be credited for

Then Ponge 
himself will join the seminars to 
read his works, comment on them, 
discuss them, and = answer 
questions about them. 


“‘M. Ponge loves to reminisce,’’ 
commented Kanes. ‘‘Personal 
accounts of his associations with 
artists and witers such as Braque, 
Picasso, and Sartre will un- 
doubtedly add richness and 
dimension to his classes.’’ Ponge 
is, in fact, the only. poet to whom 
Jean-Paul Sartre, despite his well- 
known indifference to modern 
poetry, has devoted a major essay. 

Ponge, born in Montpellier in 
1899, is one of the principal ex- 
ponents‘of the kind of writing that 
later found its chief expression in 
the new novel (noveau roman). His 
influence began in the days of 
surrealism and has_ continued 
through all the succeeding waves 
o f existentialism, 
phenomenological criticism, 
structural criticism, and now, 
linguistic analysis. 

As a member of the French 
Resistance during World War II,

Unlike most French poets, 
Ponge is not concerned with 
subjectivity, but rather with a new 
concept of language and per- 
ception relating man to things. In 
his poems, which have the 
character of short prose narratives 
or brief critical essays, he writes 
principally of: objects — a 
cigarette, an oyster, a butterfly or 
tree trunk — seeking the precise 
linkage, and flow of words needed 
to capture the object in its full 
integrity. Ponge denies the 
primacy of lyricism, insisting that 


if the object is captured with truth 


and honesty, the language will be 
exactly sufficient. 


As early as 1926, Ponge brought 
out the volume, Douze Petits 
Ecrits [Twelve Little Writings], but 
his first important publication was 
Le Parti pris des choses (Siding 
wth Things] in 1942. Dix Courts 
sur la methods {Ten Brrefs on 
Method] appeared in 1946 and 
Proemes [Poems] in 1948. Ponge’s 
note books, showing the successive 
steps he takesin the creation of his 
poems, were published in La Rage 
de I’exprssion [The Fury of Ex-
